He has been pictured as the 
cannibal of the deep, and in fiction 
has been painted as the monster who 
lurks about the ill-fated ship In order 
to devour the unfortunates who may 
have'met their death in a gale or on 
the reef. We, therefore, for genera- 
tions have cherished an antipathy for j 
this creature of the sea and have been \ 
very waling to accept as fact all of '. 
these stories, never stopping to con- 
sMfr that perhaps after all the shark 
might have a few points In his favor. 


To begin with, the shark does not 


live exclusively on the flesh of man, 
says Dr. Alien Rogers of Pratt insti- 
tute. Brooklyn, in the current number 
of the Jbnma! of Industrial and En- 
gineering Chemistry of the American 
Chemical society. In fact, there are 
only a few species who would eat hu- 
man aesb, even if It -were possible for 
them to secure it. The principal spe- 
cies considered a man eater, the tiger 
shark, probably has seldom had the 
pleasure of this de'icacy. Sharks, like 
all other fish, live on the smaller Ssh, 
thus upholding the proverb that the 
big fish eat the little ones. 


Sharks Devour Food Fish. 


Sharks travel in schools or singly 


and are found-most abundant where 
food fish are plentiful. They are es- 
pecially fond of the mullet, menhaden, 
mackerel and sea trout. Thus it will 
be seen that they are migratory pnd 
at various seasons are found in differ- 
ent waters. They are naturally warm- 
water fish, -which accounts for the 
large number to be found In the Gulf 
of ilesaco, along the coast of Florida 
and the West Indies. Being rapid and 
powerful swimmers, they often follow 
ships for hundreds of mi!e=, picking up 
food as It is thrown over the side of 
the vessel- Thus their diet at such 
times is not unlike that of our domes- 
tic hog anu poultry.
